SILVER ADVANCING IN TKICE. 


The price of silver bullion is ad- 


vancing and there IB despondency in 
the camps of the gold bugs, They 
cannot longer proclaim that, the stand- 
ard dollar is worth only 48 cents and 
their contention that silver would be 
too cheap in a few months to be used 
as money falls to the ground in the 
face of indisputable facts. Silver is 
the money of the masses in all coun- 
tries. A laboring man in Asia nor 
even in Europe never handles a gold 
piece. It is equally true of the work- 
ing men of the States east of the 
Missouri, as there is very little, if any, 
gold in circulation. Men who transact 
a business of ten or twenty thousand 
dollars a year in those States say they 
handle no gold. They have been led 
to believe, however, by the organs of 
the gold trust that the silver dollars 
which they receive are worth only half 
or less of their nominal value although 
they are a legal tender at 100 cents 
each for all public and private debts. 


In Great Britain silver coins are a 


tender up to the amount of forty shil- 
lings; the ratio is 15>rf grains of silver 
to 1 grain of gold. England buys the 
bullion at the lowest possible rate and 
gives it a value of $1 ','& an ounce by 
coming it. No bullion is produced in 
England, but the United States, the 
greatest silver producing country on 
the globe, joins England in depreciat- 
ing the value of one of its own pro- 
ducts and about two thousand citizens 
of the silver producing State of Ne- 
vada approve the act and rejoice over 
the success of the English gold men. 


Prance produces no silver and, in 


that respect, is like England. 
France, 


however, reserves the option of paying 
one-half of all obligations in silver. 
Both countries, in fact all European 
and Asiatic nations require silver to 
keep their coinage in tact and they 
mast have it. 
They cannot afford to 


let silver fall much below 60 cents an 
ounce so long as they use it for money, 
as that would atop its production, and, 
as there is a constant demand tor a 
certain amount of the metal tbe price 
is now advancing to stimulate its pro- 
duction. 


Why any American citizen, who is 


not in league with the gold trust or a 
beneficiary of Mr. Banna, should assist 
Europe m keeping the price of silver 
below its coinage value is beyond the 
comprehension of ordinary mortals 
and can only be accounted for upon 
the theory of the late Horace Greeley 
that "this is a free country and a man 
cannot be compelled to use common 
sense unless tie has it."

It has bean apparent to all tvho would 


reason after reading the reuoits re- 
ceived from those passes during the 
past month that attempting them now 
is folly, nevertheless the rush has con- 
tinued—is, in fact, still on. Steamer 
City of 
Seattle sailed to-day for 


Skaguay and Dyea with 160 passengers, 
and twice as many more are booked 
for other steamers'to sail this week. 
There seems to be but one cure for the 
"gold fever"—a dose of trail-climbing, 
but that is a sure specific for the dis- 
ease. 


A conservative estimate places the 


number of men now on the trails above 
mentioned at 7,000, and ail reports 
agree that not>bove;iO per cent of that 
number will succeed iu getting through 
;o the lakes. Even those who get over 
;bo passes will bo obliged to Winter at
